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THE SITUATION 


(Week ending April 24, 1916) 


OST significant of the week’s war 
M events is the capture of Trebi- 
zond. Next to the fall of Erze- 
rum this is the heaviest loss that the 
Turks have suffered in Asia Minor, and 
in its strategie advantage to the Rus- 
sians it promises to have a still more 
immediate bearing upon the outcome of 
the war. As the Russians control the 
Black Sea, they can now ship supplies 
directly across to Trebiond. 

Already the Grand Duke’s forces are 
working westward along the Black Sea 
toward Constantinople. His first ob- 
jective, however, is believed to be along 
the southward line toward Bagdad and 
Alexandretta Bay, with a view to sever- 
ing Asiatic Turkey in a vital place. 
This would mean an irretrievable catas- 
trophe for the Oriental ally of the Cen- 
tral Powers. Meanwhile, however, the 
British expeditions on the Tigris are 
suffering severely in their almost daily 
fights with the Turks. 

The landing of Russian troops in 
France for use at Verdun has brought 
a new thrill of surprise even into that 
amazing struggle. The number landed 
probably is not very high in the tens 
of thousands, but many more are likely 
to follow, for Russia has men to spare, 
while France has the ammunition. 

On the slopes of Dead Man’s Hill the 
fierce fighting has continued with 
varying fortunes and heavy losses, but 
with no material German gains, 

The act of the United States in de- 
manding a radical change in German 
submarine methods also must be counted 
among the significant events of the 
week. Whether it results in a diplo- 
matic break or in the desired change, it 
can scarcely fail to have some bearing 
upon the whole war situation, and must 
be counted among the developments 
favorable to the Entente.
